the like notification No. 1876-F, dated the 14th 
September, 1900, be further modified ; 


Now thers^forc, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-sectidn (2) of section 5 of the said Act and 
with the concurrence of the said Board of Manage¬ 
ment, the (tehtral Government hereby makes the 
following further modifications in the said Scheme,
